The Mississippi River here ite 
rapidly approaching the flood stage 


29 feet, and the Weather Bureau 
forecasts 31 feet by Saturday. This 
is th> hightst stage for this time of 
year on record, according to Weath- 


er Bureau records, which go back 
only to 1879. 

The last high water was in June, 
1917, when the stage was 32.9 feet 
at the crest. Supplemental records 
to those kept by the Weather Bu- 
reau show a June rise to 41.39 feet 
in 1844, the highest stage of rec- 
ord,

Michigan Professor to Embark on 
Expedition Delayed a Decade.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Oct. 6.— 
Prof. William J. Hussey of the 
University of Michigan, ‘accompa: 


nied by Mrs. Hussey and Prof. and 
Mrs. Richard A. Rossiter, will leave 
New York Saturday on a year’s ex- 
pedition to South Africa, to map 
the double stars of the Southern 
hemisphere.

Steel Corporation Head, Near- 
ing 80, Calls Ford 5-Day 
Week Uneconomic. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Elbert H. 


Gary, at 80, is as optimistic as 
ever. His birthday is Friday. 
The chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation believes 
growing competition of the for- 
eign trade is a boon to business, 
that serious business slumps are no 
longer necessary, and that business 
conditions are very satisfactory. 
“The American people want 


prosperity,” he said in an inter- 
view, “and will do their utmost to 
maintain it.” 


Criticizes Ford Pian. 


Gary based predictions for con- 
tinued prosperity largely upon re- 
ports from the sales managers of 
the steel! corporation's varied sub- 
sidiaries, and upon a statement of 
“one of the most prominent bank- 
ers in the world.” He quoted the 
banker as saying conditions should 
continue good during the rest of 
1926 and grobably through 1927. 

Gary pronounced the Ford plan 

for a five-day week “‘uneconomic”’ 
and he said he would require fur- 
ther proof before he could be sat- 
isfied “that any man or any num- 
ber of men can do as much work 
in five days of eight hours each as 
could be secured in six days of 
eight hours each.” 
Some of the most injurious com- 
petition originates and is carried 
on in the United States, he said, 
in discursing the development of 
foreign competition? 

Says He Won't Resign. 
“Competition ought to exist at 
any rate for the benefit of the con- 
sumer,” he said. “I should hate to 
see any business so controlled that 
orices could be _ established and 
maintained regardless of whether 
they are fair or not.”

RUSSIANS THINK WRANGEL 
HAS STRATEGIC VALUE 


They Also Belicve It Can Be Made 
Important Economically—Min- 
erals Are Abundant.

IRKUTSK, Eastern Siberia, Oct 
6.—Whatever claim the United 
States and Canada may have had 
to Wrangel Island is held by 
soviet opinion to have disappeared 
with the establishment there of a 
Russian colony and the raising of 
the Red flag. 

The new settlement at Rogers 
Bay consists of 50 emigrants from 
the Siberian mainland. The soviet 
government provided the settlers 
with money, clothing and feod for 
three years, as the nucleus of the 
larger colony which the govern- 
ment hopes to establish. 

It is intended to make Wrange! 
the administrative center of the 
Russian polar regions. Siberian 
officials believe the island is not 
only of great strategic value, espe- 
clally as an aerial base, but that it 
can be made an portant eco- 
nomic and industrial factor, as it 
abounds tn furs, fisheries and min- 
erals. Russian observers also re- 
port indications of the presence of 
gold, platinum and oil.

|EXPLAINS CREATION OF 


STATE FOREST NURSERY 


Frederick Dunlap Says Private 
Concerns Were Unable to 
Supply Trees. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 8.— 
The Missouri State Forest Nursery 
at Cedar City, just across the river 
from Jefferson City, has been ea- 
tablished for the purposs of sup- 
plying Missouri farmérs with trees 
suitable for growing for fence 
posts and other commercial prod- 
ucts, and for providing windbreaks 
on their farms, accoriing to Fred- 
erick Dunlap of Columbia, State 
Forester. 2 

Shortly after the new Yepart- 
ment of Forestry was established a 
year ago by the State Board of 
Agriculture, it began to receive in- 
quiries from Missovri fariners who 
wanted to know where they could 


buy trees suitable for pian*t'!ng’ on 
their farms. In orier to deterniine 
how far Missouri nurseries ‘were 
able to supply this demand for 
trees, a complete list of all the 
nurseries in the State was obtained 
from the State Nursery Inspector, 
and asking for a list of the va- 
rieties they had for sale. 

The replies to this inquiry were 
disappointing, the forestry «l-part- 
ment reports. A few nurseries 
were prepared to handle a small 
amount of this business and of- 
fered a very limited variety of 
trees suitable for forest planting. 
and a circular tietter mailed to 
each of them inquiring whether 
they were in a position to supply 
trees. In response to this circular 
letter, and from the nurserv men 
themselves, came the suggestion 
that the State should under'’ake to 
supply the need for trees for for- 
est planting on farms—a sugges- 
tion hard to act upon fo- the rea- 
son that the law creating the de- 
partment gave it no power to buy 
land even if money for the pur- 
pose had been available. 

“The operation of a nursery re- 
quires both land and money,” Mr. 
Dunlap points out. “The problem 
of securing an abundance of land 
suitable for growing small trees 
was solved when Col. Wiliiam B 
McGregor, commissioner of the de- 
partment of penal institutions ‘n 
tharge of prison farms, placed at 
the disposal of the Department of 
Forestry as much land as might be 
needed for its purpose.”
